rHe Author of this Treatife, as the occafion of k, 
obierves that the little God Telefphorus had jufl 
catue to complain, that fo much refpecl was paid to 
Dca Fe'-ris, and a Book lately publilht de Dta Pcda?/.t, yet 
no fuch Honour was done his Mother 'Yy&ct,, (who cer- 
tainly was more to be-efteemed, than aii the Tribes of 
Difeafes). Upon this Conceit, he took what Books he 
had in his reach, of the ancient Latin and Greek, and 
having collected out of them, what he met with relating 
to this Goddefs, put it together, as now it appears in 
Print. 

It confifts of VI Chapters : of which the firfl; is <nrn> 
du&ory, fpeaks of Health in general, has, in praife of it, 
that memorable Ode of Ariphron the Sicyonian, pubiifhc 
by Athtn&us, and translated by Sennertus ; together with 
a Hymn, faid to be compofed by Orfhtus, on the fame 
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Subject ; he ranks this Gocidefs among the Dii MeHicxu* 
mi, and gives an account of Her from the Mythoiogifis. 
Chap. II. de Salmis Symhlo, which he .takes to be a 
Serpent, znOmencti good things, and a frequent Compa- 
nion of the Gods; as appears from Virgil, Valerius Flaccus, 
Statius, and Macnhim. He mentions another Sjwolum Sa~ 
\tis, -ufed by Amiochus So(cr, now to be teen miomc of 
S fis Coins, and fometimes printed m Phyiick hooks in 
cue following form. 




The III. Chapter treats of the Temples ereckd to this 
Goddefs; in which Prayers were oiierc up to Her, 
fometimes for the Health of private Perfons, and oftets 
for the welfare of the Publick: of which many Inftances 
are here produced. To the account of Temples is fuhjoyn- 
ed the Divination, known by the name of Salmis Augu* 
Hum, which is often mentioned by Roman Authors, as 
Dion Caffius, Tally, and Tacitus. 

In the IV. Chapter, the Status* of this Goddefs are 
confider'd. Some of chefe reprefent her and JEfculapius 
together,/ 'awquaw ©««s X^jj-Qafjoa. Pliny., Paufanias, Lud&n s 
Plutarch and Monfaucon afford inftances of this kind. 

Coins relating to this Goddeft, come next in view* 
Chap. V. * hefe either expreis her EJ:gies, or her Wor- 
kup under fome Symbol c other. Of the firft order, one 
out of Fuhim C/rflnas has the Head of the Goddefs, 
with S A L U S inlcrihed. Anot her. hkerhis, is in <j*var~ 
hhs. Some, together with this Goddefs have alfo her 
Father JEfculapius ; as a Coin of Trajan ; and in one of 
A-'-relitu Antomnm, ilruck in memory of the Remedies 
•reveai J d to him in a Dream, which cured the Emperor of 
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a Sputum Sanguinis and Vertigo. As indeed moft of thefe 
Coins were (in all likelihood) ftruck on fame fuch occa» 
fion, viz. the Recovery of fome gr-ac Perfon. A noble 
Expreffion of Gratitude, jit and worthy of imitation. 

Of the lecond Order is the Coin of Doffems, having 
an Altar with a Serpent, taken from Urfinus. Another 
of Tiber mt, with an Altar and SAL. AUG Another - 
of Nero in which is a Serpens Tcrtuofus; with many others. 

The Gemm& of the Antients, according to Leonardos 
Auguflinus, are of life to fet forth the Sacrifices made of 
old to this Goddefs. One of thefe Gemma, reprefenrs Asf- 
cufapiui, his Daughter Hjgieia and Grand-Son Tekfphorus 
fb call'd amo t» lihzi (pef&fg. a Valetudine psft morbum 
corfirmata. This God, being Young and Tender, had ( I 
fuppofe, by the care of his Mother HygUa) a Bardccucul- 
lus, or Cloket, to keep him from taking Cold Thefe 
three Gods are represented in one Figure, with the fol- 
lowing Infcription under them, ETZETEMB, i. e. Salvere 
me Jubete, which Auguflinus happily conjectures to have 
been a Form of Prayer offer'd up to them. 

In the laft Chapter come the Inscriptions, which are 
taken out of Gruter and Reinefius. They are chiefly to 
JEfcuhpius and Hygi&a; but to confirm the Divinity of 
Ttifphorus the little God of thz Fergameni, he is mentio- 
ned in one of their Infcriptions dug up at Verona. 

The Author makes no manner of doubt, but there are 
many more Coins and Infcriptions relating to this God* 
dels to be found in other Books- But thefe being ail, 
or moil of fuch as came in his way, and enough to.give 
a Specimen of the Devotion paid by the Antients to this 
Goddefs, he has contented himfeif with this fmall Num- 
ber ; leaving it to others to make fuch Additions, as from 
greater Opportunities and Abilities, they ihail think fit. 
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
